'The action had been brought by the plain- 
tiffs, claiming £3,000 damages, for breach of 
a contract, dated 22nd February, 1919, to 
instal modern plant of a suitable description 
for the grinding of oatmeal in an old mill 
at Tyone, Nenagh, and for the purpose of 
carrying on the business of manufacturing 
oatmeal there for profit. 

It was alleged that, owing to the delay, 
or failure, with regard to the carrying out 
of the contract, the plaintiffs had suffered 
loss of profits, their entire claim, including 
damages, amounting to £4,297 odd. 

The defendant, in his defence, while ad- 
mitting the contract, etc, pleaded that the 
alleged inefficiency of the plant supplied was 
due to the neglect or default of the plaintiffs 
to suppty skilled supervision, as provided by 
a condition of she contract. 

DEFENDANT’S COUNTE i-CLAIM. 

The detendant counter-claimed for a sum of 
£1,055 Qs. 7d. in respect of money, alleged 
to be due on the contract, the amount of 
which was stated to be £884, and’ material 
supplied, described as goods sold and 
delivered by the defendant to the order of the 
plaintiffs. 

Mr. Justice Hanna gave jugment for the 
plaintiffs for £300 damages on their claim, 
and judgment for the defendant for £1,130 
12s. 11d. on his counter-claim. 

The plaintiffs now applied by way of appeal 
for an order setting aside both judgments 
and directing a new trial of the action on the 
ground that the learned judge misdirected 
himself in his findings.

Substantial damages were awarded by 
a County Dublin special jury yesterday 
in the: case which has been before Mr, 
Justice-Hanna for several days, in which 
Mr. Anthony Carroll, a well-known solici- 
tor in Fermoy, sued nine persons ef the 
farming class in the County Cork . for 
damages for conspiracy, false imprison- 
ment, assault, trespdss against the person 
and property, and the trover and conver- 
sion of £550. 

The jury found. for Mr. Carroll for 
£3,700 against he. defendants, with -the 
exception of Thoma Donovan and Anne 
Donovan, in ~*spect of the conspitacy, 
kidnapping, and the robbery of £550 ; and 
they also found for the plaintiff for £500 
against all the defendants, including 
Thomas Donova.. and Anne, Donovan, in 
respect of the imprisonment. j

Sir,—In your condensed report of my 
remarks at a meeting of the Industrial De- 
velopment. Association, Cork, in reference to 
tariffs, you report me as advocating a tariff 
of 100% import duty on boots. This is in-

In dealing 
with an aspect of the. question which has 
frequently been set forth in the Dublin Press 
on this subject—that, as a result of the tax 
on imported boots, 651 additional hands were 
now engaged in boot production, while the 
revenue: derived from imported footwear 
amounted to £225,000, and that, therefore, 
each additional man engaged in the industry 
cost the country some £350 a year—-I «said :— 
Let us assume for argument that a prohibt- 
tive duty, such as 100%, were imposed on 
imported fé6twear—such a duty as would 
have the effect of prohibiting all importation.

export for that year. Consequently, the 
exports of Belfast are a very variable quan- 
tity. 

1 see nothing damaging to a general policy 
of tariffs in the fact that “the boot tariff 
produces £300,000 per annum for the Exche- 
gner.” ‘Did not the farmers receive an addi- 
tional grant of £600,000, and, further, was 
not the tax-on tea obliterated, and the tax 
on sugar practically wiped eat? These bene- 
fits were made possible by certain revenue 
that tariffs temporarily produce. If you 
think well of comparing the policy of the 
Free State with that of other countries, 1 
would suggest to compare its policy with 
that of couritries like Australia, where tariffs

The evidence had. not concluded when the 


Conrt rose at 5,30 o'clock last evening, and

Presenting the case to the jury, Mr. Car- 
rigan, Senior State Counsel, reca led that at 
the tume when the crime was committed the 
Civic Guards in Co, Clare were engaged in 
stamping out the infamous poteen traffic. 
There was then determined opposition to the 
Civic Guards. In this case the evidence 
would show that Conway and two mei 
named Connor designed to murder Guard 
McNamara, who was on furlough from Dub- 
lin, but shot the wrong man. Guard 
Dowling, the murdered mun, had. been tn 
McNamara’s house, and was cycling back to 
barracks with Guard Cahill when bhais were 


fired from behind a graveyard wall, and he 


fell, torn with shot. 

Austin Linnane, who was arrested on 
suspicion of being concerned in the murder, 
and who was afterwards released, repeated 
a conversation which, he _ alleged, he 


had with Conway while they were 


exercising “‘in the ring” in Galway Jail. 
Conway said to him, “ How are we going to 
get out of this?’ and he replied, ‘‘ Any in- 
nocent man will get out of it.”” Conway then 
said, “ We ought to swear false on Connors, 
and the two of us will get out of it.’’ 

Denis Rabbitt related how, at about mid- 
night on the night before the murder, he was 
awakened by the Connors and Conway, who 
came for a gun ‘‘ to shoot birds.” Late on 
the following night the Connors came back 
with the gun, which appeared to have been 
used. 

A large number of witnesses were examined, 
and detailed Conway’s movements on the 
night of the murder. No direct evidence 
was given connécting him with the crime.

The system must be re- 
organised from top to bottom, and that 
task must be the work of years--indeed, 
may occupy the life-time of several Govern- 
ments, While, therefore, we can under- 
stand Mr. Blythe's refusal to appoint an 
economy committee which would lop staffs 
and -salaries here..and there, we deplore 
the Government’s failure to put the 
gradual reform of the entire administrative 
system into the hands of some thoroughly 
efficient body which would represent the 
chief interests of the State. In the mean- 
while taxes must be reduced quickly, and 
that reform will demand a free use of the 
national credit and a far greater measure 
of initiative and imagination than the 
Government has shown hitherto in financial 
affairs, A reduced income tax would givé 
an enormous stimulus to the people's 
energies; and we agree with Mr. Alfred 
Fannin's statement to the Dublin Mer- 
cantile Association that, if the coming 
Budget merely piles new tariffs on top of 
the present ‘income tax, the country’s 
economic outlook mast become virtually 
hopeless. We wish that we could ignore 
both Mr. O’Higgins’s attack yesterday 
upon Chief Justice Kennedy and the 
“ postprandial pronouncement ' which pro- 
voked if. ‘The little hands of the Minister 
for Justice and of the head of the Free 
State Judiciary were never made. to teat 
each other's eyes; and such quarrels 
between such personages cannot fail to 
shake the citizens’ belief in the calm 
indifference of the law.

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Young Farmers’ Clubs. 
In the United States over 2,000,000 persons 


are organised in “young farmers’ clubs,” 
and last year they produced food to the value 
of £1,500,000. In the Canadian Province 
of Manitoba there are 40,000 members of 
similar organisations, and the movement 
is growing in Australia and New Zealand. 
A correspondent of the AManchester 
Guardian describes the recent introduc- 
tion of the clubs into Lancashire. The 
aim of the promoters is to use the natural 
love in children for living things to foster 
the profitable and instructive hobbies of 
live-stock keeping and horticultural work. 
Clubs are formed of boys and girls between 
the ages of 10 and 20, vnder the guidance 
of an advisory committee and a leader 
with expert knowledge of the simple farm- 
ing work which is practised. By the agn- 
cultural organiser for the ceunty or his 
staff lessons are given in dairy farming, 
the. breeding and management of pigs, 
sheep, calves, poultry, rabbits and bees, 
as well as in simple husbandry, such as 
the cultivation of vegetable creps. Some 
thirty elubs, with a membership of nearly 
five hundred, are at work already, and 
the British Ministry of Agriculture 
exercises supervision and renders such 
aid as may be sought by local bodies de-

are no grants or loans from State sources, 
and the petty capital needed is provided 


usually by patrons on loan without 
interest. In some districts parents 
have lent stock to the children, who 


tend the animals throughout the year 
under the direction of the club, and on 
an appointed day bring them to a show 
for sale. Experience shows that the capital 
can be repaid within. a year out of profits. | 
In some calf clubs earnings averaging £17 
per member have been recorded. More

American Shanghai. 


The most striking fact in the recent 
economic history of China is the rapid 
growth of trade with America. Before the 
Great War America’s trade interests in 
China reached only a quarter of their 
present value. To-day: the United States 
supply about 20 per cent. of China’s imports 
and take about 30 per cent. of her exports. 
The greater proportion of Chine-e com- 
merce passes through Shangha., and some 
figures published in the American-owned 
China Weekly Review exhibit the measure 
of command which now is exercised by 
Americans in China’s chief port. In 1914 
Americans registered as residents in 
Shanghai numbered’ little 1,500.

After the Armistice in 1918 the American 


community had grown to 2,500. To-day 
there are over 4,000 Americans settled in 
Shanghai. Before the war the American 
wolony comprised mainly sailors and 
tradesmen ; to-day it includes bankers, 
engineers, professional men. artists, and 
even—we read—‘ proprietors and 
predacers,’’ America’s aristocrats. “Since 
1914 the Shanghai

HEAVY LOSS OF LIFE 
FEARED.

The Grimsby trawler, Salmonby, was sunk 
off Spurn Head last night. Two of the crew 
were rescued by the Spurn lifeboat and taken 
to Grimsby. lt is believed that the trawler’s 
boiler burst. 

Shortly after seven o'clock distréss ‘flares 
were observed, and within a short time the 
Humber lifeboat was launched. In the mean- 


time, however, the Chief Officer of the Coast- 
‘guard at Withernsea had received an 8.0.8. 


via Mablethorpe, stating the vessel was be- 
lieved to be a trawler, and was sinking half 
a mile south off New Sand gasbuoy. Two 
trawlers were standing by. 

A later message gives the information that 
the lifeboat, with two of the crew on board, 
was proceeding to Grimsby. The sea was 
very rough owing to the severe gales during 
the past few days. It is not known whether 
the remainder of the crew have been 
rescued. 

ELEVEN MEN MISSING. 

A Hull telegram says:—The Grimsby 
trawler Salmonby sank off the mouth of the 
Humber last night. - It is feared there has 
been heavy loss of life, only two men out of 
a crew of thirteen having, as far as at, pre- 
sent can be ascertained, been picked up.

MARKET TOWN IN 
FLAMES. 


DAMAGE ESTIMATED AT 
£20,000.

The pretty little Devonshire market town 
of Moretonhampstead, on the fringe of Dart- 
moor, was in danger of being wiped out 
yesterday morning by an outbreak of fire, 
which destroyed five of the chief buildings in 
the square, including . a. branch of the 
National Provincial Bank. Nearly a score of 
persons are rendered homeless, and the 
damage is estimated at between £15,000 and 


That the destruction was not far more 
serious was due to the prompt response to a 
‘call of assistance of the Exeter and Newton 
Fire Brigades, which arrived on the scene 
within an hour. The outbreak originated in 
a house known as “The Bidder Tea House,” 
occupied by a Mr. Morgan, and used as a 
café during the summer. 

he house was of historic interest, it being 
the home of George Parker Bidder, the 
Dartmoor lad, who, in the early part of the 
nineteenth century, was exhibited by his 
father as a phenomenon, by reason of his 
amazing powers of mental arithmetic, and 
was known as “the calculating boy.”’ 


SPREAD OF FLAMES. 

Recently the house had'been infested with 
rats, and a crackling noise awakened Mrs. 
Morgan, who at first thought it was the 
rvodents racing between the walls. Mr. 
Morgan, however, found smoke issuing from 
some cracks, and hastened to summon - the 
local ‘brigade. When he returned to the 
house he found it a mass of flames. A strong 
north-east wind was blowing and neighbour- 
ing property was quickly involved. A general 
stores adjoining was soon in flames, and then 
the fire extended to the branch of the 
National Provincial Bank, the premises of a 
fancy dealer, and also to another shop. When 
the Exeter and Newton Fire Brigades arrived 
the flares had got a firm hold on these pro- 
perties, and all the firemen could then « 
was to concentrate their efforts on saving 
the adjacent buildings—the Free Library and 
the White Hart Hotel. In this they were 
successful, although at first the brigades 
could do little owing to the insufficient supply 
of water. | 

The Newton Brigade was ordered to the 
river half a mile away, and was able to feed 
the Exeter engine, which did effective work 
in preventing the spread of the conflagration. 
Meantime Bov Scouts and Girl Guides: ren- 
dered valuable assistance, and saved many 
thatched houses from becoming involved. One 
lad climbed to a roof and single-handed put 
out a fire that had started in the thatch. 

The people whose houses were destroyed 
lost everything excepting the scanty clothing 
in which they hastily attired themselves when 
the alarm was given. Svow showers were 
falling at. the time, and the homeless were 
given shelter by neighbours. The property 
was very old and dry, and from the first the 
brigades had no chance of saving any of the 
buildings destroyed. The fire was eventually 
got under about noon yesterday. 


THE DESTROYED PROPERTY. 

The premises destroyed. were the Bidder 
Tea House, the general stores of Messrs.

| LONDON, Tuesday. 

Mr. “Sean O'Casey, author of “Juno and 

the Paycock” and “The Plough and the 
Stars,” this afternoon, at the lian Hall, 
was presented with the Hawthornden Literary 
Prize of £100 by Lord Oxford and Asquith. A 
large gathering of men and womer of letters 
and of play-goers assembled to see Mr. 
O’Casey receive his reward. 
_ The prize was: instituted in 1919 by Miss 
Alice Warrender, sister of the late Admiral 
Sir George ‘Warrender, for the best work of 
imaginative literature, in prose or verse, pub- 
lished during the previous: twelve months. 
Both the achievement and promise of the 
author were to be taken into account in the 
adjudication, the only condition being that 
the writer should not be over forty years 
of age. 

The Committee of Selection included Miss 
Warrender, the donor of the prize; Mr. 
Laurence Binyon, and Mr. Robert Lynd, Mr. 
Edward Marsh, and Mr. J. C. Squire. 


LORD OXFORD'S SPEECH. 

In making the presentation, Lord Oxford 
said that in all the domain, varied as it was 
of what could be called imaginative literature, 
there was no particular department in which, 
it seemed to him, were we, and indeed the 
rest of the world, so far behind, for the time 
being, as in the production of new works of 
enduring quality and character for the drama. 
There was no department in which we. and 
other countries were more in need of a fresh 
outlook and a new departure. 

Playgoers: were one of the most intelligent 
classes in the community, and they became 
sick of the reproductions of what was called 
the sex problem, with its triangles and its 
complexes and its more or less thinly dis- 
guised indecencies, both of language and of 
situation. We should hail the prospect of 
emancipation irom this too. prolonged, and 
now outworn, interlude in the history of the 
drama. 

During the last twelve months we had had 
a relief and a revelation in the discovery of 
a still young man, who satisfied the condi- 
tions of the Hawthornden Prize, in that he 
was. under forty years of age, and he had 
produced on the stage in London a work 
which, said Lord Oxford. I do not hesitate 
to. descyjbe as the most moving and impres- 
sive drama that we have seen for ten, fifteen 
or twenty years—the drama of ‘Juno and 
the Paycock.”’ 

It was perfectly true, he continued, that 
the play had. the advantage of the incom- 
parable acting, individually and collectively, 
of what he believed to be the finest company 
of actors upon any stage in Europe~at this 
moment, those who were artistically brought 
up, nurtured and trained in the Abbey 
Theatre, of Dublin. 


TRAGEDY AND COMEDY. 

But, great as Mr. O’Casey’s debt was to 
the actors, those who had seen the play—and 
~he (Lord Oxford) himself had seen it more 
than-once—would agree with him that, in the 
delineation of character, in the rich variety 
and appropriateness of the dialogue, in the 
invention of situations, in pathos, and. in 
humour, the play was, in the truest and most 
adequate sense of the word, a great work of 
art. 

The author, on his title page, described it 
as a tragedy, and tragedy, in a very real and 
very true sénse, it was; but the tragic 
atmosphere, which from first to last hovered 
round it, and sometimes enveloped it—that 
tragic atmosphere was shot through now and 
again by the intervention of what. George 
Meredith used to call “ the comic spirit,’’ and 
all who had seen the play, or who had read 
it,‘ would “agree - with him that, in the 
characters of Captain Jack Boyle and his 
satellite, Joxer, they had a pair who were 
entitled to take their part in the long pro- 
cession of inseparable pairs which great 
geniuses of comedy, from Shakespeare and 
Servantes downwards, had used to provoke, 
and to provoke incessantly, and with ever- 

rowing appreciation, the intelligent laughter 

f mankind. 

From both points of view, and from the 
larger point of view—that of a real creative 
artist—those who were disposed to be 
despondent, as he was at the moment, about 
the present. position and immediate prospects 
of the British drama, might feel that they 
had a new source of hope and promise in Mr. 
O’Casey’s work. 


MR. O’CASEY SPEAKS. 

Mr. Sean O'Casey, on rising to return 
thanks, had a great reception. He was 
dressed in a grey lounge suit, with a vari- 
coloured ¢ardigan.-' His first sentences were 
fervently spoken in Gaelic. Lapsing into 
English, he thanked his friends and comrades 
very much for the praise they had bestowed 
on his work. He would always be very 
proud of the prize. It would be a happy 
memento of his visit to England, and, to 
use his. own words, “a very darling 
example ” of his visit. Furthermore, he 
would like to accept the prize as a tribute 
to the drama of'the Abbey Theatre and the 
wonderful acting of the Abbey players. 

Lady Gregory, who was present, and was 
one who did much to encourage the young 
dramatist in the early days of his writings, 
gave an interesting outline of Mr. Sean 
O’Casey’s career. 

REMARKABLE CAREER. 

She was very proud of Mr. Sean O’Casey, 
she said, because he was the latest-born child 
of the Abbey Theatre. The O'Casey family 
were very poor, but the father was a lover 
of books, shaving a big. collection. 
The mother of the young dramatist was a 
woman with. a high heart and a sense 
of humour. After the father’s death the 
family had to live in proverty, and 
they were glad if they could have bread and 
tea twice a day. At the earliest age possible 
young O’Casey went to work at four shillings 
a week, and then got nine shillings a week 
at a newsagent’s. After that, for some years, 
he was on the railroad, but. after his first play 
had been’ put on—‘‘ The Shadow of a Gun- 
man ”—he had become master of his own fate, 
In the first years of his life, owing to bad 
eyesight, he was not able to learn to read, 
but when he was sixteen years of age he 
taught himself. His studies gradually pro- 
gressed, and, after studying other volumes, he 
read Shakespeare, from which time his 
dramatic education began. 

He ‘went on spending his little money in 
books, and amassed quite a good collection. 
With the revival of the Gaelic League, he 
became a great enthusiast for the language, 
which was the oldest in Europe except that of 
the Greeks. He not only learned to speak 
Gaelic fluently, but he wrote it. Learning a 
second language was, in some ways, a classical 
education. Then: he began to write. stories, 
and essays, and patriotic ballads, before going 
to the Abbey Theatre. They looked forward 
in London to his third play, which was a 
great and moving piece of writing. 

Mr. J. C. Squire proposed a vote of thanks 
to Lord Oxford and others. 

In reply, Lord Oxford referred to Lady 
Gregory as “the Fairy Godmother of the 
Abbey Theatre.”

CLOSER EMPIRE 
POLICY.

OTTAWA, Tuesday. 

In the course of his speech in the House of 
Commons on Canada’s imperial _ relations, 
especialy in regard to foreign. policy, Mr. 
Bourassa, Independent, and former Nationalist 
leader, told the House of a conversation he 
had with the late Lord Fisher in London, 
just prior to the outbreak of the war. When 
asked for his opinion as to the relative merit 
of the policy of making a contribution to 
British Dreadnoughts, or of building 7 a 
Canadian Navy, Lord Fisher replied; “I do 
not think much of either. If you have money 
to squander you may do anything you like, 
but if you regard it either from the naval 
point of view, or from the national point of 
view for your protection, ww is a 
great mistake. . England—do not make any 
mistake—will never spend one penny, will 
never shoot one gun to defend Canada against 
the United States, simply because we cannot 
do it. It is just as well you should under- 
stand it. It would not be rendering a service 
to you to fight the United States either for 
Canada or for anything else. If you need 
help against any other country, you must not 
count on us; you must count on the United 
States. If you want to make ae EA. ar 
for national defence, do not come to London ; 

o to Washington. The whole world’s rela- 
tions are based on inter-dependence. How 
can you imagine that you—a small nation of 
nine million people, scattered over a country 
as large as the Continent of Europe, along- 
side a nation of one hundred and ten million 
people—can count upon the support of a 
fleet in Europe to defend your own land 
against the richest and most powerful country 
on the earth?” 

Sir George Perley, Conservative, urged the 
necessity of the Government evolving some 
plan by which the British Commonwealth of 
Nations should have” a closer and continuous 
medium of consultations in regard to matters 
of foreign affairs of common concern. ‘“‘ It is 
impossible,” said Sir George Perley, “to 
imagine our going ov as we are now with the 
possibility any moment of some serious ques- 
tion developing. The inaction.of the Govern- 
ment in this réspect has brought us into diffi- 
culties on several occasions.’’"—(Reuter.)

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

The White House spokesman this morning 
announced that the United States Government 
was proceeding with its preparations for 
participation in the preliminary Disarmament 
Conference at Geneva., No reference: was 
made to the Houghton incident; but those 
who know President’ Coolidge best accept 
to-day’s communication as conveying his 
intention to allow the affair, with all its 
possibilities of good or evil, to remain where 
Lit is. He is interpreted as saying, in effect, 
that, while the chances of success at Geneva 
are not, in the opinion of his best advisers, 
to be described as rosy, the United States, 
nevertheless, will not take the responsibility 
for utterly destroying them by withdrawal. 

It has been virtually decided that Mr. 
Hugh Gibson, the American Minister to 
Berne, will be chief delegate of this country. 
He will have with him a staff of advisers, on 
which Major-General Dennis Nolan, the 
Deputy Chief of Staff, who was head of the 
Intelligence Section of the United States 
Army Headquarters at Chaumont during the 
war, and Brigadier-General Harry Smith, 
Assistant Chief of Staff, War Plans Division, 
will represent the Army; and Admiral Hilary 
Jones, member of the General Board, and 
Admiral Andrew Long, Chief of the Navy 
Intelligence, will be the Naval Experts. 
There had been at one time a suggestion that 
Mr. Houghton should occupy the post that 
Mr. Gibson will now take, but the events of 
the last few days have made such an appoint- 
‘ment undesirable. Neither the White House 
nor the State Department has anything to 
say as to the. possible date of the Disarma- 
ment Conference. Mr. Coolidge and Mr. 
Kellogg must be understood as assuming, on 
the basis of Mr. Houghton’s information, 
that it will at least be postponed until 
Germany becomes a member of. the League 
of Nations; for on this, ason other points, it 
is, and will remain, true, that the report 
of the Ambassador to Great Britain is the 
viding rod.

Every consideration of honour, proceeded 
the right hon. gentleman, demanded that 
Germany should be told before signing tho 
Pact.. It left the “impression that Germany 
had been induced to sign a contract without 
being told all the conditions. The obvious 
procedure was that a special meeting of the 
League should have been called for the sole 
purpose of electing Germany as a member of 
the League, kaving all other matters “cr 
future consideration. H the Locarno Powers 
had stood by that, did anyone doubt that the 
thing would have gone through without anv 
delay? In concluding, he begged the Govern- 
ment to concentrate on saving the League. 


“~OREIGN SECRETARY'S REPLY. 

It was expected that Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
would follow the Liberal Leader,: and there 
was consequently a little surprise when Sir 
Austen Chamberlain rose on the moment that 
Mr. Llovd George had resumed his seat.

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TRANSFER OF POWERS IN 
IRELAND. 
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NEW ORDER-IN-COUNCIL., 

Last night's London (Gazette contained 
an Order-in-Council referring to the Govern- 
ment of Ireland Act, 1920, the Irish Free 
State (Consequential Provisions) Act, 1922, 
and the Ireland (Confirmation of Agreement) 
Act. 1925, regarding the transfer of certain 
powers to the Parliament of Northern lreland 
instead of to the Council of Ireland. ‘The 
new Order states, as from the first day of 
April, 1926, the following Orders shall be 
revoked :—The Provisional Government 
(Council of Ireland) Order, 1922; the Diseases 
of Animals (Northern Ireland) Order, 1924, 
and the Fisheries (Northern Ireland) Order, 
1925. 

The Government of Ireland (Transfer and 
Apportionment of Property) Order, 1922, 
shall apply to any property or assets held by 
or in trust for any department or authority 
of the Government of the United Kingdom, 
held solely or partly for the purposes of the 
administration in Northern Treland of the 
services the powers in respect of which are, 
from the said first day of April, so trans. 
ferred. ‘The transfer of the said powers shal: 
not affect the Government of Ireland (Rail- 
way and Canal Commission) Order, 1925, 
unless, and until, provision is made by the 
Parliament of Northern Ireland for the aboli- 
tion, as respects Northern Ireland, of the 
Railway and Canal Commisison or the substi- 
tution of some other body therefor.

He attempted to break on 
the Rathcoffey side of Craigh Sallagh, but, 
being headed, doubled short back and 7 : de 
as if for Windgates, being marked to ground 
close to Tagadoe, after fifty-five minutes of 
brilliant hound work. <A long jog to Laragh, 
-where at least a brace, if not a leash, were 
at home. It was some time before our fx 
broke in the Laragh House direction, the 
wait being made all the more aggravating by 
the piercing east wind, which blew its hardest 
and coldest. Scent was now even worse, and 
hounds hunted slowly up to and through the 
Laragh Screens (which were. well stopped), 
over the Lady Chapel road, as if for Bryans- 
town. Just before Brvanstown hounds were 
stopped, as scent was practically nil, and no 
definite conclusion was likely to be arrived 
at. It was now 5.30 p.m., and everybody cold 
and hungry. 

It may interest some Kildare followers to 
know that this. fox was the identical one that 
has led us so many merry bursts this season 
from this covert. He narrowly escaped death 
in his stronghold to-day, at one time being 
in the middle of the pack, and only escaping 
by a fine jumping feat and the tactics 
of an international Rugby three-quarter! I 
am sure al] will rejoice at the escape of such 
a fine specimen, and we wil! wish him good 
luck and a pleasant summer till next season. 
I hope he will enjoy the bathing and paddling 
in the fearsome stream in which more than 
one of us have had a good ducking in pursuit 
of him.

THE MEATH HOUNDS. 

A FINE HUNT FROM ROANSTOWN. 

These hounds met on Tuesday, 16th, at 
Laracor Cross. Moneymore Gorse was first 
drawn, and a good fox was soon away, point- 
ing his mask for Trim. After crossing a 
tributary of the Knightsbrook, our fox bent 
right-handed towards the Rectory, as if to 
cross the Trim-Laracor high road, but, chang- 
ing his mind, he turned left-handed as if for 
New Haggard, but over the Dogstown road all 
trace of him was lost. This was a merry 
spin of about twenty minutes, with plenty 
of sound doubles to jump. The rest of the 
dav was non-eventful. 

Thursday, 18th.—The meet was at Somer- 
ville. A ftox—in fact, two foxes—were soon 
afoot in the demesne, the selected one being 
hunted from near the Balrath gate, behind 
the stables, and in front of the house, over 
the Balrath road; he then doubled back into 
the demesne, and, after some woodland hunt- 
ing, the order was given to move off to Dun- 
ville’s, This covert was blank for the first 
time this season, so we hacked on to Slator’s 
Gorse. Directly hounds were thrown in a 
fox was viewed leaving the covert. They 
were soon on to him, but after going a few 
fields he was chased by a collie dog, and 
scent, which was now wretched, totally 
vanished, and nothing much could be made 
of him. In the evening a fox found at 
Hayes was run with a very cold scent for 
forty minutes towards Brownstown. 

Friday, 19th.—The meet was at Dunboyne. 
Rooske was drawn first, and after some time 
a fox was forced away over the railway. 
There was a screaming scent, and this fox 
only saved his brush by going to ground in 
Mr. Maher's stud farm: A long jog brought 
us eventually to Dolly's Grove. Hopes were 
high as three times previously we had good 
hunts from this covert, and even the merest 
tyro could see there was a good and holding 
scent. We were not disappointed, for our 
fox went away like a real good one, with the 
bitches close on his stern. The fun was fast 
and furious, with no time to hesitate, but 
choose your place at the next fence as soon as 
you landed over the one before. It was a 
grand iine of country, and the going abso- 
lutely perfect. Unfortunately, many of the 
field made a wrong’ turn, left-handed, and, 
owing to the pace that hounds were going at, 
had no chance of retrieving their mistake. 
What the line was deponent knoweth not, 
his attention being rivetted on the fences, 
and how to get over them as quickly as pos- 
sible. The time was twenty-five minutes, 
and our fox saved his brush in the old dis- 
used graveyard near Dolly’s Grove—a very 
pretty hunt at top speed. Waringstown was 
next drawn. Two foxes were afoot in the 
covert, and, though hounds were hunting an- 
other, they were soon put on the one that 
left at the top end. Unfortunately, after a 
few fields our fox vanished into thin air. 
Reports as to his whereabouts were varied 
and contradictory. 

A move was made for Roanstown covert, 
which provided us with probably the best 
hunt of the season at this end of the coun- 
try, if one takes into consideration the pace 
that hounds ran at. We have had longer and 
slower hunts, with slight checks to enable the 
rear division to catch the “ thrusters,”’ but 
this hunt, unless one, having secured a good 
position, resolutely held it, found himselí 
drifting further and further to the rear. 
fox. first of all, headed towards Warningstown 
covert, but turned right-handed, through 
Harlockstown, as if for Dolly’s Grove, short 
of which this stout fox headed in the direction 
of the village of Dunboyne, but, swinging a 
wide right-handed half-circle, he was raced 
through the screens behind Ballymacoll House, 
and was marked to ground in a small wood. 
So ended a great hunt from every point of 
view. A lovely country to ride over, albeit 
there were some awe-inspiring fences to jump, 
the pace, luckily, being so good that there 
was no time to hesitate or look. It was also 
a real good piece of hound work, the bitches 
running with a fine cry, their hackles up, and 
determined to run into their fox if possible. 
A refresher on the long homeward journey at 
Ballvmacoll House, and only ove fly in the 
oint ment—the approach of the end of the sea- 
son. The time was thirty-five minutes,. the 
point just four miles, hounds covering at least. 
six miles as they ran, So finished an event- 
ful day. which all who were out will be able 
to recall with pleasure during the dog days of 


summer.

AN ILL-TREATED HORSE.
